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“ PUBLISHERS’ AND THE PRESS.” 

Did you ever, dear reader, wake up some fine morning, and find 
yourself famous? We have done so. The Publishers’ Circular—whose 
primary design was to furnish a means of communication among the 
trade, a sort of official record of book intelligence, and which hardly 
hoped to excite the attention and interest of others besides dealers and 
a few ultra literary people—has been “lifted from its obscurity” by the 
“ Heralds, the Tribunes, the Couriers” and other great powers in the news- 
paper world, and tossed about from pen to pen, from press to press, over 
railroads, steamboats and telegraphs, getting buffets neither light nor 
few by the way, until there is hardly a reader of newspapers in the land 
who has not heard of it. The Publishers’ Circular has become famous, 
and its fame has all been achieved by a single article on “ Publishers 
and the Periodical Press.” Newspapers far and near; newspapers big 
and little; newspapers daily and weekly; newspapers with circulation, 
and newspapers without circulation ; newspapers comic, and newspapers 
serious ; newspapers political, and newspapers religious ; newspapers of 
all characters and opinions; newspapers without number—we had al- 
most said—have had their say about that article; some of them devot- 
ing column after column to its consideration, and not a few taking of- 
fence at it, though, singularly enough, few, if any, deny the truth of the 
charges it really contained. It is significant that not one of those who 
have condemned our article, has had the fairness and frankness to re- 
publish it in full, They have extracted single sentences which, taken 
alone did not in any case convey the true meaning and intent of the ar- 
ticle as a whole, and which, in some instances, have been tortured into a 
meaning, of which we had not dreamed. 

We repeat, for we do not wish it to be forgotten, that the occasion 
of our article was the wholesale censure by a portion of the press of a 
publishing house, because they had the audacity to withdraw their ad- 
vertising patronage from a newspaper, which published what they deem- 
ed a grossly unfair criticism of one of their books. The public was treat- 
ed to multifarious ebullitions of virtuous indignation on the part of sun- 
dry newspapers, at the attempt of publishers to “ coerce the press,” to 
“trammel criticism” etc., and so forth. Supposing it to be a “* free fight,” 
we went in, and “ upon our word” have found “ the liveliest little place,” 
and the most “fun,” we have seen for a long time. However, we have 
“mighty healing flesh,” and trust our friends will, not be concerned 
about us. 

To answer all the arguments, ‘even not to mention denunciations, 
with which we have been assailed, is rendered impossible, by the 
limits of our sheet, if from no other cause. While on the one hand, 
many journals have had the frankness to come out boldly and admit 
that there is too much truth in the charges we have brought, as well 
as the good sense to labor with us for their correction; others have 
represented us as giving currency to slanders which we never uttered, 
and as advocating principles which we abhor. We do not see but we 
shall be obliged to promulgate a “ platform ” of principles. 

We ventured to defend the publishing house alluded to, on the 
ground that they withdrew their advertising on account of what they 
deemed unfairness in the criticism complained of, not mérely because 
of the unfavorable notice. In answer to the scoring which publishers 
Were receiving for alleged attempts to bribe the press, we said to the 
Rewspapers: The difficulty begins with yourselves, gentlemen; if you 
Were not willing to be bribed, we could not bribe you. You are not 
all subject to pecuniary influences in your book criticisms, we know. 
There are many of you who earnestly and faithfully strive to keep 





clear of them, and who, in the main, succeed in so doing; but, never- 
theless, there are a sufficient number among you—we do not say a 
majority, or a large fraction even, but yet a sufficient number,—who 
are influenced by these pecuniary influences to warrant us in bringing 
the charge against you as a body. As a body you are responsible for the 
the sins of your members, inasmuch as these sins are not sufficiently rare 
to be treated as exceptions. We specified certain ways in which the 
press has itself invited pecuniary influence: such as the refusal by 
editors to notice books not advertised in their columns; the giving 
puffs in consideration of advertisements, etc. The fact that persons, 
receiving salaries from particular publishers as manuscript readers, are 
employed by some journals as their literary critics, was alluded to, and 
also that in certain cases sums of money had been paid to critics, 

It is not, of course, to be supposed that a critic having any sort of 
self-respect would unblushingly sell his opinion outright. In the “five 
dollar ” cases alluded to, the ostensible purpose of the fee is to compen- 
sate the critic for extra time taken to examine the work. He is of 
course to be left entirely at liberty in forming and expresssing his opi- 
nion. Yet it would not be very satisfactory to the publishers, nor would 
the operation be likely to be repeated, if the opinion did not prove a 
favorable one. 

We have not contended that partiality is designed by any party, 
when the offices of newspaper critic and salaried manuscript reader are 
united in one person. We do believe, however, that in such cases there 
may be partiality, whether intended or not. At any rate, the same ar- 
gument which proves the manuscript reader to be a fit person for critic, 
proves the publisher himself to be so. The manuscript reader forms his 
opinion of a work disinterestedly in the first instance, it is said. So 
does the publisher. He satisfied himself that the book was a meritori- 
ous one before he consented to publish it. The one circumstance that 
the manuscript reader is obliged to bestow so much more time upon 
books which he examines in that capac'ty thay he can give, as critic, to 
others, secures ‘an advantage to the publisher with whom he is con- 
nected. 

Now, if all these things are fair and desirable in the opinion of the 
press and the public, we will not object. If this is to be the system of 
things, let it be understood, and let us all have a fair start. If, on the 
other hand, the press as a whole agree with us that these are evils which 
should be done away with, let them unite with us in condemning them, 
and the thing is accomplished. 

Meanwhile, however much we may be called upon so to do, we 
have no intention of coming out and making specifications against parti- 
cular papers. If there were but one, or two, or three, we might in the 
abundance of our courage grapple w'™. them, but we have no disposition 
to engage a monster so hydra-headed. The contest is “ lively ” enough, 
and affords sufficient “fun” for our purposes as it is. We have parti- 
culars, however. We have brought no charge directly or indirectly, 
which has not come to us from respectable authority. Most of the 
evils we have complained of are matters of such common notoriety that 
we might summon almost any publisher to testify to them. Were we 
to undertake to specify particular papers, we should regard ourselves as 
entering upon an enterprise which would probably occupy all our atten- 
tion for the remainder of life. We should, likely enough, have a bateh 
of libel suits on hand, which would give usa much more “lively time,” 
and altogether a greater amount of “ fun” than we desire. 

The language made use of by the New York Tribu ection 
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with the names of the Committee, and referring to articles in this jour- 
nal, is such as would in most cases call forth similar demonstrations, 
or others still less amiable in their nature. 

As the Tribune, however, is doubtless, ere this, heartily ashamed of 
the elegant epithets which it bestowed upon us, and of which it knows 
us to have been wholly unworthy; and as we have no inclination to 
enter the lists in a game of such compliments, we shall simply meet its 
courteous attention with the deference which it deserves. 

So far as the present committee are concerned, the discussion which 
has originated (wisely or not as it may prove) under their responsibility, 
will here cease. The committee have nothing to add or subtract from 
what has already appeared in the Circular on this subject. They have 
not, as has been insinuated, retracted any charge that has been made in 
these columns, simply because they have good authority for believing 
that nothing has here been asserted that is not capable of being proved. 
Neither have they for themselves or for the Association taken part in 
any private controversies of individual members, for this is no part of 
the duty assigned to them as temporary supervisors of a business jour- 
nal, 
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BOOKS BEFORE PRINTING. 
Concluded. 


When books were so costly and so inaccessible to the great body of 
the people, as they necessarily were before the date of printing, book- 
selling was carried on by merchants as one of the various branches of 
their business. There were, indeed, a class called stationers, who had 
books for sale, and who probably executed orders for transcribing 
books. Their occupation is thus described by Mr. Hallam, in his Lite- 
rature of Europe :—‘ These dealers were denominated stationarii, per- 
haps from the open stalls at which they carried on their business, 
though statio is a general word for a shop in low Latin. They appear, 
by the old statutes of the university of Paris, and by those of Bologna, 
to have sold books upon commission ; and are sometimes, though not uni- 
formly, distinguished from the librarii—a word which, having been ori- 
ginally confined to the copyists of books, was afterwards applied to those 
who traded in them. They sold parchment and other materials of writing, 
which, with us, though, as far as I know, nowhere else, have retained the 
name of stationery; and naturally exercised the kindred occupations of 
binding and decorating. They probably employed transcribers.’ But 
the merchants in their traffic with other lands, and especially with the 
Low Countries, now called Holland and Belgium, appear to have been 
the agents through whom valuable manuscripts found their way to Eng- 
land ; and in this respect, it has been remarked, they were something 
like the great merchant-princes of Italy, whose ships not unfrequently 
contained a cargo of Indian spices and of Greek manuscripts. John 
Bagford, who, about 1714, wrote a slight life of Caxton, the first Eng- 
lish printer, which isin manuscript in the British Museum, says: ‘ Kings, 
queens, and noblemen, had their particular merchants, who, when they 
were ready for their voyage into foreign parts, sent their servants to 
know what they wanted; and among the rest of their choice, many 
times books were demanded,’ which they were ordered to buy ‘ in those 
parts where they were going.’ Caxton himself tells us in the Book of 
Good Manners, which he translated from the French and printed in 
1487, that the original French work was delivered to him by a 
‘special friend, a mercer of London.’ This commerce in books could 
not have been very great, and certainly not great enough to employ 
a special class of traders. 

So long as books existed only in manuscript, and could be multiplied 
only by laborious transcription, the authors, of course, enjoyed but a re- 
stricted reputation. Yet some of them attained a considerable renown, and 
from kings, princes and the higher nobility, received a liberal degree of pa- 
tronage. In England, the poems of Goeffrey Chaucer were undoubtedly 
familiar to all well-educated persons, however scanty was the supply of 
copies, and however dear their cost. The poet Gower, a contemporary 

of Chaucer, seems also to have gained a considerable popularity. His 
principal poem, Confessio Amantis, printed by Caxton in 1483, is said 
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to have been the most extensively circulated of all the books that came 
from his press—a fact which leads us to conclude that it must have 
previously been in great demand. The poem has all the elements re- 
quired for popularity in those times, being full of stories that were pro- 
bably common to all Europe, running on through thousands of lines 
with wonderful fluency, though with no great force. The play of Perj. 
cles, ascribed to Shakspeare, is founded upon one of these stories. Ro. 
mances of chivalry, stories of ‘ fierce wars and faithful loves,’ were then 
especially the delight of the great and powerful. When the noble was 
in camp, he solaced his hours of leisure with the marvellous histories of 
King Arthur or Launcelot of the Lake ; and when at home, he listened 
to or read the same storiesin the intervals of the chase or of the feast, 
Froissart tells in a simple and graphic manner, how he presented a book 
to King Richard II., and how the king delighted in the subject of the 
book: ‘Then the king desired to see my book that I had brought for 
him; so he saw it in his chamber, for I had laid it there ready on his 
bed. When the king opened it, it pleased him well, for it was fair illn- 
mined and written, and covered with crimson velvet, with ten buttons 
of silver and gilt, and roses of gold in the midst, with two great clasps, 
gilt, richly wrought. Then the king demanded me whereof it treated; 
and I showed him how it treated matters of love; whereof the king 
was glad, and looked in it, and read it in many places, for he could 
speak and read French very well.’ Froissart being a Frenchman, wrote 
in French; but even Englishmen at that period often wrote in the same 
language, and some of Gower’s early poems are in French. According 
to his own account, the long poem of the Confessio Amantis, above re- 
ferred to, was written in English at the command of the same King 
Richard; whence it would appear that royal personages were among 
the first to encourage the cultivation of the vernacular language. 

Somewhat later than Gower and Chaucer, lived John Lydgate, a 
monk of Bury, who was a very popular poet, and possessed great versa- 
tility of talent. Warton says: ‘He moves with equal ease in every 
mode of composition. His hymns and his ballads have the same degree 
of merit ; and whether his subject be the life of a hermit or a hero, of 
St. Austin or Guy Earl of Warwick, ludicrous or legendary, religious or 
romantic, a history or an allegory, he writes with facility. He was 
not only the poet of his monastery, but of the world in general. Ifa 
disguising was intended by the company of goldsmiths, a mask before 
his majesty at Eltham, a May-game for the sheriffs and aldermen of 
London, a mumming before the lord-mayor, a procession of pageants 
from the creation for the festival of Corpus Christi, or a caro} for a co- 
ronation, Lydgate was consulted, and gave the poetry.’ A fine illumi- 
nated drawing in one of Lydgate’s manuscripts, now in the British Mu- 
seum, represents him presenting a book to the Earl of Salisbury. Such 
a presentation may be regarded as a first publication of a new work be- 
fore the date of printing. The royal or noble person at whose command 
it was written bestowed some rich gift upon the author, which would 
be his sole pecuniary recompense, unless he received some advantage 
from the transcribers, for the copies which they multiplied—which 
in most cases is unlikely. Doubtful as the rewards of authorship may 
be in an age when the multiplication of copies by the press enables the 
reader to contribute a small acknowledgment of the benefit which he 
receives, the literary condition must have been far worse when the poet, 
humbly kneeling before some mighty man, as Lydgate does in the pic- 
ture, might have been dismissed with contumely, or have had his pre- 
sent received with a low appreciation of the labor and the knowledge 
required to produce it. 

The fame, however, of a popular writer was of a kind far more di- 
rect and flattering than belongs to the literary honors of modern days. 
There is little doubt that the narrative poems of Chaucer, Gower, and 
Lydgate, were familiar to the people through the recitations of the 
minstrels. Mr. George Ellis, in his agreeable work of the Rise and Pro- 
gress of English Poetry, observes : ‘Chaucer in his address to his Troilus 
and Cressida, tells us it was intended to be read “ or elles sung,” which 
must relate to the chanting of the minstrels ; and a considerable part 
of our old poetry is simply addressed to an audience, without any men- 
tion of readers. That our English minstrels at any time united all the 
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talents of the profession, and were at once poets, and reciters, and mu- 
sicians, is extremely doubtful; but that they excited and directed the 
efforts of their contemporary poets to a particular species of composi- 
tion, is as evident as that a body of actors must influence the exertions 
of theatrical writers. They were, at a time when reading and writing 
were rare accomplishments, the principal medium of communication 
between authors and the public; and their memory in some measure 
supplied the deficiency of manuscripts, and probably preserved much 
of our early literature till the invention of printing.’ We may thus 
learn, that, although the number of those was very few whose minds 
could be elevated by reading, the compositions of learned and accom- 
plished men might yet be familiar to the people through the agency of 
a numerous body of singers and reciters. There has been a good deal of 
controversy about the exact definition of the minstrel character— 
whether the minstrels were themselves poets and romance-writers, or 
the depositaries of the writings of others, and of the traditional litera- 
ture of past generations. Ritson, a writer upon this subject, says: ‘ that 
there were individuals formerly who made it their business to wander 
up and down the country chanting romances, and singing songs and 
ballads to the harp, fiddle, or more humble and less artificial in- 
struments, cannot be doubted.’ They were a very numerous body a 
century before Chaucer; and most indefatigable in the prosecution of 
their vocation. They even appear to have become at length something 
of a nuisance, like the barrel-organs and hurdy-gurdies that now infest 
the quieter portions of our towns. There is a writ or declaration of 
Edward II., which complains of the evil of idle persons, under color of 
minstrelsy, being received into other men’s houses to meat and drink ; 
and it then goes on to direct, that to the houses of great people, no 
more than three or four minstrels of honor should come at most in a 
day; ‘and to the houses of meaner men, that none come unless he be 
desired ; and such as shall come, to hold themselves contented with 
meat and drink, and with such courtesy as the master of the house will 
show anto them of his own good will, without their asking of any- 
thing.’ Nothing can more clearly exhibit the general demand for the 
services of this body of men; for the very regulation as to the nature of 
their reward, shows plainly that they were accustomed to require a 
liberal payment, and it was only when their demands began to approach 
towards extortion, that the state found it needful to interfere with 
them. After this enactment, they struggled on, in a sort of vagabondish 
manner, sometimes prosperous and sometimes depressed, according to 
the condition of the country, till the invention of printing came to 
make popular literature always present in a man’s house. The book of 
ballads or romances which was then to be bought, could be constantly 
retained without the incurring of any charges for ‘meat and drink;’ 
for, in the words of Richard de Bury, whom we quoted in the begin- 
ning, books ‘ are the masters who instruct us without rods, without 
hard words or anger, without clothes and money. If you approach 
them, they are not asleep; if, investigating, you interrogate them, 
they conceal nothing; if you mista.e them, they never grumble; if 
you are ignorant, they cannot laugh at you.’ To this truthful and ju- 
dicious eulogy, let us append Milton’s more modern and more eloquent 
laudation: ‘* Books,’ says he, ‘ are not absolutely dead things, but do 
contain a potency of life in them to be as active as that soul was whose 
progeny they are; nay, they do preserve, as in a phial, the purest effi- 
cacy and extraction of that living intellect that bred them. I know 
they are as lively and as vigorously productive as those fabulous dra- 
gon’s teeth: and being sown up and down, may chance to spring up 
armed men, And....unless wariness be used, as good kill a man as 
kill a good book: who kills a man, kills a reasonable creature—God’s 
image; but he who destroys a good book, kills reason itself—kills the 
image of God, as it were, in the eye. Many a man lives a burden to 
the earth; but a good book is the precious life-blood of a master spirit, 
embalmed and treasured up on purpose to a life beyond life.* 

The inestimable advantage of good books, printing has secured to 
us as an inalienable possession. Whosoever will, may at a trifling cost

procure them. These few particulars, relating to the condition and 
commercial circumstances of literature prior to the use of printing, may 
nevertheless be interesting to some of the readers of this Journal. 
Taken in contrast with the present state of knowledge, and the means 
existing for its dissemination, they may serve at least to show the great 
advances that have been made since. William Caxton first set up his 
printing press at Westminster. To appreciate all the advantages of the 
present, it is sometimes advisable to look into the past, and to contem- 
plate from that position the higher ground of benefit and convenience 
to which we have attained. Without the mechanical contrivance of 
printing, the thoughts and ennobling imaginations of genius could never 
have become possessions to any but the affluent and favored few; but 
by means of that imperishable invention, they can now be made avail- 
able to the uses of all who have learned the simple art of reading; and 
a man’s poverty, unless it be extremely desperate, need no longer hinder 
him from sharing in the wealth of mind and fancy which was meant 
for the common inheritance of mankind.

LITERARY LONGEVITY. 

An opinion has been expressed that literary labors, or habitual ex- 
cursions into the regions of imagination, are adverse to the continu- 
ance of health, or even the integrity of intellect—Grave charges, truly - 
and examples to the contrary may easily be adduced. 

Premature death and mental declension are confined to no profes- 
sion or condition of life—Too early, or undue stress laid on the organs 
of the brain, is doubtless fraught with disastrous consequences. Still, 
their constant, and even severe exercise, may comport both with phy- 
sical welfare and longevity. 

It is, indeed, true, that Swift “expired a driveller and a show,” but 
not until he had passed seven years beyond the span allotted to human 
life; and the amiable author of the “ Task,” closed his pilgrimage in a 
rayless cloud at thirty-six; and Walter Scott sank at sixty-one, under 
toils too ambitiously pursued for the safe union of flesh with spirit; 
and Southey, whose reckless industry precluded needful rest, subsided 
ere sixty-eight into syncope and the shadow of darkness; and Henry 
Kirke White faded at twenty-one, in the fresh blossom of his young 
renown; and Byron, at thirty-six, rent the fiery armor of genius and 
of passion, and fled from the conflict of life. 

Yet Goethe, unimpaired by a strong excitement of imagination, saw 
his eighty-second winter; and the sententious architect of the “ Night 
Thoughts” reached four-score-and-four; and Voltaire, at the same 
period, was still in love with the vanity of fame; and Corneille continued 
to enjoy his laurels till seventy-eight; and Orabbe, at an equal age, re- 
signed the pen which had sketched with daguerreotype minuteness, the 
passing scene. Joseph Warton, until his seventy-ninth year, made his 
mental riches and cheerful piety, sources of delight to all around him ; 
Charles Wesley, on the verge of eighty, called his wife to his dying 
pillow, and with an inexpressible smile, dictated his last metrical effu- 
sion; and Klopstock, the bard of the “ Messiah,” continued until the 
same period to cheer and delight his friends. Watts laid down his 
consecrated harp at seventy-four ; and {our own Trumbull, the author 
of “ Mc Fingal,” preserved till eighty-two, the bright, clear intellect, 
whose strains had animated both the camp and the cottage. The illus- 
trious Metastasio detained the admiring ear of Italy until eighty-four; 
and Milton, at sixty-six, opened his long-eclipsed eyes on “ cloud- 
less light serene,” leaving to the world the mournful memories of 
“Lost Paradise,” with living strains of heroic and sublime counsel. 
Mason was seventy-two ere the “ holy earth,” where his “ dead Maria” 
slumbered, admitted him to share her repose; and the tender Petrarch, 
and the brave old John Dryden, told out fully their seventy [years; 
and the ingenious La Fontaine, seventy-four ;—while Fontelle, whose 
powers of sight and hearing extended their ministrations to the un- 
usual term of ninety-six years, lacked only the revolution of a few 
moons to complete his entire century. 

Those masters of the Grecian lyre, Anacreon, the sweet Sophocles, 
and the fiery-souled Pindar, felt no frost of intellect, but were trans- 
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planted as evergreens in the winter of four score; at the same ad- 
vanced period, Wordsworth, in our own times, continued to mingle 
the music of his lay with the murmur of Rydal’s falling water; and 
Joanna Baillie, to fold around her the robe of tragic power, enjoying 
until her ninetieth year, the friendship of the good, and the fruits of a 


~ fair renown; Montgomery, the religious poet, so long a cherished guest, 


amid the romantic scenery of Sheffield, has just departed at the age of 
eighty-two; and Rogers, who gave us in early life, the “ Pleasures of 
Memory,” now the most venerable poet in Europe, and probably in the 
world, is cheered at ninety-three, with the love of all who ever came 
within the sphere of his amiable virtues—Past Meridians, Mrs. L. H. 
Sigourney.

A SINGULAR FORGERY. 


Some two weeks ago we received a note from Messrs. O, S, Francis 
& Co., of New. York, the well-known publishers, advising us that “ agree- 
ably to our request they had delivered to Mr. Hull (which at that time 
we mistakenly read Hall) a copy of Mrs. Child’s new work for notice in 
the Daily Union.” We thought the matter very strange indeed, as we 
had made no such “ request ” in any form; but still not dreaming that 
a deliberate. fraud had been committed, and presuming some mutual 
friend had suggested that they send us a copy for notice, which sugges- 
tion had been spoken of as a “ request,” we let the matter pass. A day 
or two ago, however, being in New York, we stepped into the store of 
Messrs. Francis & Co., to notify them that the volume had not come to 
hand; and to ascertain the nature of the “request” upon which it had 
been sent. Mr. F. turned to his file of letters and produced the follow- 
ing—which we copy in all faithfulness :

The letter is an out-and-out forgery—perpetrated by some body who 
has some knowledge pertaining to a printing-office; but who does not 
know the difference between the use of quotation marks and of a paren- 
thesis ; nor how to write a grammatical sentence. 

He copied (in writing) our printed letter heading; and wrote in the 
usual place, “ politeness of Mr. W. H. Hull.” Indeed, “Mr. W. H. 
Hull” is a very cool and deliberate rascal on a small scale. And it is 
to be hoped he will profit by a study of the “ progress of Religious Ideas 
through successive ages,” sufficiently to warrant him in paying the pub- 
lishers for the book of which he has defrauded them. 

Our chief purpose in referring to this matter at length, is to caution 
other publishers against similar imposition. It is not at all improbable 
that “ Mr. W. H. Hull” is picking up a “ religious” library from various 
publishers by the despicable means here brought to light. For in nine 
cases out of ten, the publisher would deliver the book without advising 
us of the fact ; and hence the roguery would never be known. 

In view of this fact, we should perhaps say that no similar “ re- 
quest,” verbal or written, has ever been made by us; and if such have 
been received by other publishers, they too are forgeries.—Rochester 
Daily Union.

STRAW PRINTING PAPER. 
From the Saratoga Whig. 


For the past three weeks we have been using for news and jobbing 
purposes a paper manufactured by Messrs. Buchanan and Kil!mer, at 
their Mill in Rock City, composed of about three parts straw and one 
part rags. Messrs. B. & K. have expended about $16,000 in fitting up 
machinery, &c., for the purpose, and our readers can bear us witness of 





the success they have attained in their process of making printing paper 
from this new material. We have not been fully informed of the pro. 
cess used in the manufacture, but understand it was discovered by some 
Frenchman. The cost of the process is such that the paper cannot be 
afforded much if any cheaper than that made of rags at present Costs ; 
but probably, as they continue the work, a reduction of cost may be 
made. At any rate there need be no fears hereafter as to any scarcity 
of stock to make paper of. 

In regard to the quality, &c., of the paper, our readers can see some- 
what for themselves, but we would say that it has a firm and even sur- 
face, almost like calendered paper, and requires more wetting for work 
on the newspaper than ordinary paper from rags, and dries quicker 
upon exposure to the air. Since we have got a little used to it, we like 
it very well for use. Paper can be made entirely of straw, but it works 
better at present for printing to mix a proportion of rags with the straw, 
For many purposes the straw paper is better than that made of rags 
and it only requires to be known to go into use. 

We learn from the manufacturers that they intend to go into the 
manufacture of writing paper from straw ; that the cost of making writ- 
ing is very little more than to make printing paper, and from what we 
have seen of the paper, we think it will make a superior article.

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Baneor Tneoroaicat Semtnary.—This institution has a library of 
10,000 volumes. The accommodations for it are very inferior. Efforts 
are in progress for raising means to build a Chapel and Library. The 
necessary sum for that purpose is $12,000. Ladies of Bangor have 
raised $700, and a subscription of $1,000 more has also been made. The 
ladies of the Orthodox Societies of Maine have been appealed to for the 
purpose of making up the sum. 

A Reapine Peorre.—There are, within ten miles of the Boston 
State House, 300,000 volumes in private libraries, said libraries being of 
1000 volumes and upwards. Ten of these libraries contain 92,000 vol- 
umes, giving an average of 9,200 each; and twelve contain 100,000, 
being an average of 8,334 each. 

The American Bible Society has resolved to publish the Gospel by 
John, and Acts of the Apostles, in the Spanish language, that they may 
be used as a school-book in St. Domingo. An appropriation has been 
made also for the purchase of blocks to print the Chinese New Testa- 
ment at Amoy; and a Swedish Bible will be published as soon as funds 
can be spared for the purpose. 

Anotuer University Prosrcrep ry On1o.—Benjamin H. Johnson, 
an enterprising merchant, who recently deceased in Hillsborough, High 
land county, in this State, made a bequest of ten thousand dollars for 
the endowment of a Professorship in a College which may in six years be 
established in that place. It being a healthy, central, and accessible 
locality, steps have been taken to found a University at that place, and 
to secure said sum of ten thousand dollars. At the Burnet House in this 
city, on Thursday last, there was a meeting of a majority of the follow- 
ing trustees, viz.:—IIon. William B. Thrall, Columbus; Hon. John L. 
Green, Chillicothe; Hon. John M. Barrere, Hillsborough; Hon. Hanson 
L. Penn, Georgetown; F. 8. Phillips, Esq., Georgetown; John H. 
Acbey, Esq., Dayton; Kent Jarvis, Esq., Massillon; Horace M. Stokes, 
Esq., Lebanon ; Joseph K. Marlay, Esq., Hillsborough. Judge Thrall 
was elected President, Joseph R. Marlay, Secretary, and Hon. John M. 
Barrere, Treasurer. Judge Thrall, Judge Green, Ex-Senator Barrere, 
and Hanson L. Penn, were appointed a sub-committee to arrange de- 
tails of plan for a “ University,” for the completion of the education of 
young men, to be presented to an adjourned meeting of the Board. 

The testator provided in his will that the interest and other contin- 
gent funds should be appropriated to a Masonic fund to relieve widows 
and educate orphans, and the subordinate Lodges of Free Masors in 
the State are solicited to subscribe scholarships in said proposed insti- 
tution. Hillsborough proposes as her subscription $25,000, one-fourth 
of the amount required.— Cincinnati Gazette. 

Tae Imrration oF Jesus Curist.—The finest of Christian books next 
to the Gospel sprang, like it, from the horror of death. The death of the 
ancient world, the death of the middle age bore those germs of life. The 
first known MSS. of the middle age seem to belong to the end of the 14th 
century or the beginning of the 15th. From 1421 the copies became in- 
numerable—twenty;were found in one monastery alone. The newly-born 
art of printing was chiefly employed in reproducing the “Imitation.” 
There are two thousand editions of it in Latin, a thousand in French, 
with sixty different translations; in Italian thirty. All nations have 
laid claim to this book universal of Christianity, as to a national work. 
The French point out the Gallicisms in it, the Italians the Italicisms, 
the Germans the Germanisms. All orders of the priesthood which are 
as it were so many nations of the Church, equally contest the author- 
ship of the “Imitation.” The priests claim it for Gerson, the Canons 
regular for Thomas a Kempis. The Monks, for one Gerson, a Benedic- 
tine. Many others, too, might advance pretensions to it, for we find in 
it passages from all saints, «il doctors. St. Francis de Sales alone has 
pierced to the truth of this doubtful matter. “Its author,” he says, 
“is the Holy Ghost.” Nor is the date less a point of controversy than 
the author and his country. The 13th, 14th, and the 15th centuries 
claim the honor. It is in the 15th that the book makes a sensation 
and becomes populur, but it wears all the appearance of having seen 
the light at an earlicr period, and of having been prepared in preceding 1 
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FOREIGN. 
From the London Atheneum and a Literary Gazette, 

The seventh Report of the Salford Free Library, now before us, 
says:—" The demand for useful knowledge by the artisans, mechanics 
and other operatives, who have so largely availed themselves of the be- 
nefits of the Library and Museum, has during the six years of its exist- 
ence, continued steadily to increase, thus proving to demonstration the 
desirableness of establishing free public libraries, and especially in popu- 
lous districts. The number of volumes issued in the Reference Library 
in the past year is 73,780, and in the Lending Library, 34,822, making 
an aggregate of 108,602 volumes delivered to readers, thus showing that 
nearly one-third part of the books are taken to the dwellings of the ap- 
plicants for careful reading and study. The Executive Committee, find- 
ing the usefulness of the Lending Library gradually extendiug, and the 
circulatioon rapidly increasing, have added by purchase during the past 
year about 1,800 volumes of carefully selected books, and the Lending 
Library now consists of nearly 5,000 volumes. The Reference Library 
has likewise been augmented by donations and by purchase to the ex- 
tent of 1,200 volumes, of which 1,043 volumes have been by donation, 
making an addition of 3,150 volumes in the year.” 

The misunderstanding between Government and the Royal Society 
is at an end. We have much satisfaction in stating that the Gov- 
ernment has ordered the sum of £1,000 to be placed at the disposal of 
the Royal Society this year for scientific purposes, and has informed the 
Council of the Society that a similar sum will be annually included in 
the Miscellaneous Estimates for the advancemement of science. 


Tn the latest columns of the Bombay Times we regret to find are- 
cord of the death of Dr. J. H. Gould (son of the eminentzornithologist), 
whose appointment as an Assistant Surgeon in the service of the East 
India Company, under very gratifying circumstances, was noticed in our 
columns. The promise which he gave in his professional and scientific 
pursuits during the very short career which has thus abruptly and un- 
expectedly terminated, were such as justified the anticipations of his 
friends, and of the sagacious and liberal Director who appointed him. 
Dr. Gould was sent into Scinde soon after his arrival in India, where 
amid the occupations of military duty, he found leisure to study and 
collect largely in illustration of the natural history of the province. The 
vigor, clearness, and accurate observation of his notes, some of which 
have appeared in the Proceedings of the Zoological Society, indicated a 
power of authorship which must have ultimately placed him among the 
most accomplished writers on India. He had two previous attacks of 
Scindian fever, from which he recovered. He was seized by a third on 
his route to Bombay, in the month of September: this, on his arrival 
there, was followed by brain fever, which, notwithstanding some pros- 
pect of convalescence on the 2d of October, appears to have terminated 
fatally on the 4th. 


Dr. Barth is receiving in his own country the reward of his laborious 
travels and interesting discoveries. The King of Wirtemberg has con- 
ferred on him the order of the Wirtemberg Crown. 


We read the following in the Daily News :—“ It is proposed by the 
Schiller Union, at Leipsic, to celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of Schil- 
ler’s birthday by sending diplomas of honor to those who by the pencil, 
dramatic art, criticism, translation, or otherwise, have distinguished 
themselves in extending and advancing the fame of the great poet. 
The names of Carlyle, in England, Adler-Mesnard and Hase, in France, 
and Maffei, in Milan, are among the names mentioned as entitled to this 
honor, 

A Genoa paper announces a discovery at Rancla, in Egypt, ofa great 
number of coins of the period of the Ptolemies, together with some other 
Egyptian antiquities, said to be of great interest. A guard has been 
placed over the ground to prevent the dispersion of these treasures. 


The Rhine has lost another of its picturesque and pictorial embel- 
lishments in the old mill at Alphen, on the lower part of the stream. 
This mill, in which it is “said Rembrandt was born, has been burnt 


down. 
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_ A new volume, containing letters of Goethe, his wife (Mdille. Vul- 
pius), and his son August, to the late Dr. Nicolaus Meyer, of Minden 
(formerly of Weimar), has been added to the always increasing Goethe 
Correspondence. The letters, which appear now for the first time in 
print, yield a picture of Goethe’s house and family, and contain, besides, 
a poem of Goethe, never published before. 


The proposition submitted by the Lord Mayor to the citizens of Lon- 
don, on Monday last, of adopting a small tax for the establishment of a 
Free Library and Museum, was negatived, in the midst of a tumultuous 
uproar, by a majority of about eleven-twelfths of the assembly. It was 
felt, and we must confess our sympathy with the argument, that in a 
time of extreme pressure’ like the present, when the payment of a sin- 
gle rate was alleged to be £90,000 in arrear, and when much of that 
already paid was not collected without the painful interference of the 
law, the people would not be justified in taxing themselves for the pos- 
session of what really ought to be freely provided for them by the 
authorities. The meeting was not, however, supported by those who 
constitute the wealth and active intelligence of the City; and so long as 
the civic constitution remains in its present antiquated and corrupt 
state, such measures for the liberal advancement of knowledge have no 
chance of being listened to. It was attempted to be shown by Mr. 
Alderman Sidney, in colors “ as false as dicers’ oaths,” that the Free 
Libraries of Liverpool and Manchester have proved merely idle places of 
resort for the readers of newspapers and novels, and signally failed. 
The Report just presented by the Committee of the Liverpool Free Li- 
brary to the Town Council, says :— 


* The Committee, in presenting their 3d Annual Report to the Coun- 
cil, have pleasure in being able to record the continued progress and 
increased usefulness of the Museum and Libraries. Whatever doubts 
might have existed in any minds as to the propriety or desirableness of 
the establishment of such an institution, must have been dissipated by 
the great interest exhibited in the undertaking, and the increasing de- 
sire shown to participate in its benefits by the operative classes, for 
whose benefit the Lending Libraries were specially established. 

“They were established about two years since, as an experiment, 
with considerable doubts in the minds of many as to the successful 
working out of the problem. During the first year considerable caution 
was observed. The Libraries were deposited at the North and South 
Corporation Schoo!s, and were only opened on two evenings in the week 
each. The eagerness evinced, however, by the working classes to ob- 
tain books, and the care generally taken of them, encouraged the Com- 
mittee to enlarge the sphere of their operations. 

“ The Libraries were largely used by the working classes during the 
severe weather in January and February last, when large numbers of 
the poor were thrown out of employment; as many as 1100 volumes 
having been received and lent in a day. A painter, then out of 
work, read through the eleven volumes of Thiers’ ‘ History of the Con- 
sulate and the Empire,’ and has since been pursuing a course of reading 
of a highly instructive and useful character. A stonemason, similarln 
circumstanced, stated to the superintendent that he felt it a great bood 
to be able to take a book home to his own fireside. Formerly he couly 
not bear being about the house when out of work, and must go, to pass 
the time, to the public-house, and have his glass of ale and pipe; now 
he never thought of stirring out when he had a good book to read: 
Another recently stated that his Library rate of afew pence had saved 
him many a pound since the opening of the Libraries. Indeed, numer- 
ous instances of this kind might be mentioned, to show the benefits 
arising from their establishment, and the gratitude felt by the people. 

“ The Librarian reports that consecutive reading is on the increase. 
Several are now earnestly and steadily pursuing courses of study in Che- 
mistry, Botany, and Natural History. A working man recently stated 
to the superintendent that he had just chalked out for hitnself a course 
of historical reading, which would occupy him between three and four 

ears. Others are, again, reading all the works they can obtain, bear- 
ing on the various trades and businesses in which they are engaged.” 


Reference was made by the opposing citizens to the Guildhall Library, 
as one of free admission already existing; but it is a farce to suppose 
that an amateur collection of books on heraldry and pageantry, bound 
in emblazoned calf and gilt morocco, is what is needed. The people 
require bread, and we offer them a stone. Meanwhile, the rate being 
refused, it is the duty of the civic authorities to make existing libraries 
more available to the public. 





The new Professors in the University of Edinburgh,—Wilson, Tech- 
nology ; Allman, Natural History ; Laycock, Practice of Physiec,—were 
formally inducted on Monday, at the meeting of the Senatus Academi- 
cus; after which the inaugural address of the session was delivered in 
the chemistry class-room, by the Very Rev. Principal Lee. The intro- 
ductory lectures of the New Professors were delivered on successive 
days in the same class-room, as being the largest place convenient for 
the purpose. The long narrow shape of the Library renders it unfit for 
the purpose of public gatherings, though we once heard Brougham 
speak well there, and at other times it has been used for publle ad- 
dresses. In the new buildings to be erected behind the present college 
quadrangle, although the buildings are chiefly tintended for the mu- 
seum of arts and manufactures, might there not be a common hall for 
public meetings? 

The arrival of Prince Albert at Birmingham, to lay the foundation- 
stone of the Midland Counties Mechanics’ Institute, is looked for with 
great interest, and imposing preparations are being made for the visit, 
The Mayor and official personages of the neighboring towns, and some 
of her Majesty’s ministers, and the representatives of foreign powers 
are expected to be present on the occasion.
